I hope anon maiſter Martin, J ſhall ber meetelic enen 
with you fo2 pour knauerie, if J-goe but two mile further in 
pour Miniſtrie. It is not the ÞP2umtme Church ſhall beare 
out the Wicar of little Down. in Rozfolke, in groapumg his 
owne hennes, like a Cotqueane, J am to come auer him, 
when J haue moze leaſure,fo2 his tenne ſhillings Sermons 
at Thetfoꝛde: wherein if he raue as hee was wont to doe, 
Ile make him wiſhe that her had beene ſtill Uſher of Weſt- 
minſter. Mell, to the purpoſe, You ſaie Biſhoppes are no 
Magiſtrates, becauſe they are no lawfull Magiſtrates. Is it 
euen ſo b2other Timothie, will it neuer be better, muſt J e- 
uer leade you vp and downe antiquitic by the noſe ke an 
Ade. Pay neither ®criptures noz Fathers goe foz pai- 
ment with vou, but ſtill you will bee reducing vs to the p2e- 
lident of the perſecuted Church, and ſo confourde the diſci- 
pline of warre and peace? If you will nerdes make vs the 
apes of all their extremities, why doe not pou v2ac the vſe of 
that commumitic wherein Ananias and Saphira were w⸗ 
fapthfull.Perſwade Noble men and Gentlemen to ſell they2 
landes, and late the money at pour fete, take awaie the ti⸗ 
tle of mine and thine from amongſt vs, and let the wozlve 
knowe pou heereafter by the name of Anabaptiſtes . Av- 
mit that the authoutie of Biſhoppes were as vnlawfull as 
pou woulde make it, pet ſince it is umpoſcd vnto them 
by the Pꝛinces owne mouth, and ratificd by the appzobati- 
on of ſo many kings and Emperours,as well in their parts 
cular Parliamentes as generall coomſayles, vou are boumde 
im conſciente to renerence it, and in all hunnilttic to regarde 
tt, inſonnuch as Chꝛiſt denide not tribute to Czſar an vinr- 
per, no2 appealde from Pilate a Pagan, who occupied that 
place by the intruſion of tyꝛannie.

Gods gloze will contr oll her, diſpoſing of honours, and op- 
poſe vnto publique deriſion , thoſe the eſpetiall pillers and

vicer, The cauſe whereof Gregory thus expꝛeſſeth. Dum 
plus exquirunt faith he, contemplando quam capiunt, 
vique ad perueria dogmata erumpunt, & dum verita- 
tis diſcipuli eſſe negligunt, humiliter magiſtri erroris fi- 
unt. UWhiles by ſtudy they ſearch out moꝛe then they vnder⸗ 
ſtand, they bꝛeake foꝛth into peruerſe opinions, and whiles 
thepneglec to be the ſchollers o truth, they moſt baſely be- 
come the ſchoolemaiſters of erroꝛ. Fo2 ſuch is the boldneſſe 
of our boyiſh deumes, that they will lcape into the pulpet. 
befoze they haue learned Stans puer ad menſam, and talke 
very deſperately of diſcipline, beloꝛe they can conftrue, Qui 
mihi diſcipulus.Qut venit inſtituĩ ſaith © aſſtodorus,an- 
tequam inſtituatur, alios inſtituere cupit, & c. The no⸗ 
uice that comes to be infozmed, deſireth to enſoꝛme others, 
beloꝛe he bee enfoꝛmed himſelfe, and to teach befoꝛe her bee 


taught, to p2eſcribe lawes befo2e he hath redde Litleton, £ 


play the ſubtile Philoſopher, befo2e he knowes the oꝛder of 
his illables: he wil needes haue (abies, befo2c he can ſub⸗ 
tugate his affections, and couets the office of a commander, 
befoze he hath learned to ſtoupe to the admonitions of his 
elders, and begumeth to inſtruct and perſwade, befo2c he bee 
inſtructed and perſwaded in any kind ol art, which their folly 
once fuelled with » frawardneſſe of blind zeal, makes the ca» 
found cotempt with gods true wo2ſhip,« open their mouths 
againlt his ozdinance,as did the Pzophets againſt Ierobo- 
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ams hfl altars. I. C. in Cambaidge firſt inuented this violent 
mnouation, when as his mounting ambition, went though 
euery kinde of Ambitus, to compaſſe the office of the Uice- 
chameelcin-ſhip. But alter he ſaw himſelle diſfanourd in his 
firſt inſolente, and that the ſufſrages of the vninerſity,would 
nat difcend to his dilſentious indimutyes, his ſeditious diſ⸗ 
content detuſed the meanes to diſcredite that gouernement. 
which he thꝛough his i behauiour might not aſpire to. Che 
began his mueterat malice, to vndermme the foundations of 
our ſocieties, and reduce our Colledges to the ſchoies of the 
Pꝛophets, to difcard all degrees of art as antichꝛiſtian, ta 
condemne all decency in the miniſterp as diabolicall, and ex- 
clude all eccleſtaſticall ſuperioꝛity foꝛth the Church as Ap - 
cri p ha. Ao ſoner had theſe new fangled poſitions entred the 
tables of young ſtudents, but Singularity the eldeſt childe of 
herefy,conſulted with male-contedmelicholy, how to bzing 
this misbegotteſciſme to a monarchy. To which purpoſehi- 
pocriticall ʒeale, was add2eſt as a purſinuantinto all places 
of Suff. oꝛff. Eſſex and Pidlcſer, with expꝛeſſe comman-s 
dement from the ſinod of Saints.top2oclaime 1.C.fupzeme 
head ol the Church. This paſt on thus, whilcs the worde of 
kuffice, ſlept in his ſcaberd, whoſe vnpꝛoundent eie neglecting! 
the beginning of ſuch burnings,hath added a moze confirmed 
fury to the flame, which hath now taken hold on p buildings 
of our biſhopzicks. How it hath raged in thoſe quarters be- 
foze mentioned to Þ vtter imponeriſhing ofthcallegeance of 
the communalty,andlamentable vndoing of the eſtunation 
of diners other knights and geriticmen, the whole courſe ol 
the high commiſſion may teſtify. Nether was this plague of. 
apoſtacy vndeſerued of their inconſtancy, who fozſwk Þ true 
fernice of God, to woꝛſhip the idoll of Warwticke, Put caſe 
his reading be gret and his malice moꝛe, that he hath plodded 


though ten cart loade of paper, and bin the death of ten thon- 


ſand pound of candels, vet as Gregory ſatth, perit omne 
quod agitur, ſi non humilitate cuſtodiatut. Whatlocner 
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lity: What childe doth not ſee into the pꝛide of his heart, ihat 
firſt entertamed the impudency of controlling antiquitv, and 
p2eferd the poiſon of his owne peruerſe opinions, befo2e the 
experience of fo many Churches,counſails andfathers, Quz 
maior ſuperioria, ſaith Bernarde,quam vt vnus homo 
toti congregarioni indicium ſuum preferat tanquã ip- 
ſe ſolus kabear ſpiritũ Dei. Mhat greater pꝛide then that 
one man ſhould aduance his iudgement, aboue the ſentence 
of a whole congregation, as if he alone had the ſpirit of God. 
Pꝛide ouerth2ew the tow? of Babel!,pzoftrated Golias, hũg 
vp Haman, kild Nichanor,confumed Herod, deſtroied An- 
tiochus,d2owned Pharao, ſubuerted Senacherib, + J hope 
will alſo confound arrogant I. C. and all his accompliſhes in 
the Loꝛds good tume. And now that J haue vnburdened mp, 
ſhoulders of the weight of his learning, Jle ribroſte my bꝛo⸗ 
ther Martin a litle, fo2 obiecting to my Lo Archbilhop,the 
not anſwering ol his bokes, Therefoꝛe firſt would J know 
ofſweete M. ſaute malapert whether he would haue the care 
of the common wealth, and foꝛſeing conſultation of domeſti- 
cal and fo2rcine affaires, reſigned to the retoꝛtumg of I. C. his 
vnreuerent railings. Nert what ſuch equall pꝛopoztion his 
maſter ſhip finds in their places, that the gramty and mildnes 
of the one, ſhould ſtoupe his attention ſo low,as the iangling 
letuty ol the other. Were there no other thing to refrayn his 
grace, from combating with a common barretour then this, 
that in diſcordia nemo benedicit Dommum, it were (uf- 
ficient to pleade his abſence from this inferiour fight. But 
when he conſiders thatſatyngof Augultine,Nullus eſt mo- 
dus inimicitiis, niſi ob tempus obtẽperemus iratis,ther 
is no meane ol mallice, vnles fo2 a time we giue place to the 
ſurious, that which another ſais Sicut nihil eſt deformiug 
quam reſpondere furioſis ita, nihil vtilius quam tacere 
prouocatis. As there is nothing moꝛe vnſecmely then to 
aunſuere the froward, ſo there is nothing moze p2ofitable 

then ſcilence to ſuch as are pꝛouokt. Let him vie toe 
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his learninge in what tearmes hoe ſe cauſe, yet will all 
Chaiſtemome admre his perfection, when I. C. his ſingu⸗

A wicked mind liues in 
contumiall toile , becanſe it eyther meditates the iniuries 
which he is about to inferre, oꝛ feares ſame repꝛoch to be in⸗ 
ferred by others, and whatſoeuer hee pꝛetendes agaynſt his 
neighboꝛ, the ſame he miſtruſts to be pzetended againſt him 
ſelle. If I. C. hath made the his atturney, to vzge the not 
anſwering of his bokes, then Jp2atic thee bee my Mercurie 
this once, and tell hum thus much from Mar-Martine, that 
he hath vndone maze Pꝛinters with his py-bald pamphlets,

— 12epare 
god neighbour V. to vnder-goe the croſfſe of —

doe meane to hꝛeake a launce with vou, ere pou and J part. 
Wherfoze what ſaie pou nowe to the matter, is Chꝛiſt dei 
cended of baſtarviſme oz no, as pou gaue out in the pulpyt: 
Would pou not haue pour tongue cut out fo2 pour blaſphe- 
mie if pou wer wel ſerued: Are pou a notable pꝛeacher of the 
woꝛd of God, and a vehement repꝛouer of ſin, that thus ſeæke 
to diſcredit the fleſhlp deſcent of our Sauigur, J thought you 
ſuch another, when J ſirſt ſawe you emblazoned in Martins 
bakes. Tis pon that are ſo holp, that you — 
ſtene to handle arie monie, noꝛ take golde it ſhoulde 
filch it ſelfe inta pour purſe, but if God the heartes of 
anie of pour bzethzen oz ſiſtren in the L bꝛing in pots,

Cælumte contegit non habes yrnam.Therfoze let al po- 
ſteritie that ſhall heare of his knauerie, attend the diſconerp 
which now J will make of his villanie. Pen. I. Pen. welch 
Pen. Pen. the P2zoteſtationer, Demonſtrationer, Dupplica- 
tioner, Appellationer, Pen.the father, Pen.the ſorme, Pen, 
Martin Iuniot, Martin Martinus, Pen. the ſcholler of Dro 
fo2d to his friend in Cambꝛidge, Pen. totum in toto, & to- 
tum in qualibet parte, was ſantimes (if J be not deceined) 
a ſcholler of that houſe in Cambꝛidge whereof D. Per. was 
maiſter. Where, what his eſtunation was, the ſcoꝛn wher- 
in he lined can beſt relate. Fo2 the conſtitution of his bodie, 
it was ſo cleane contrarie to all phiſiognonie of fame, that a 
man wold haue iudged by his face, Gad and nature deuiſung 
our diſgrace, had encloſde a cloſe ſtole in ſkimme, and ſet a ſer⸗ 
pentine ſoule, like a counterfet diamond, moꝛe deepe in dong.

Pay not he hereafter pꝛoue a netceſſarie mẽber in conſpira- 
ties common wealth, aduantage the holy league as much 
in this meanes of ſedition, as all Philips power by iuuaſion. 
Simple Engliſh men, that cannot ſee into pollicie befo2e it 
ſuppꝛiſe pour peace, no2 interrupt the ambition of trecherp, 
befoze it hath beſieged pour p2olperitte . Doe pou beholde 
whiles irnouations bud, x do not pou feare left pour childzen 
and family be poiſoned with the fruit. The Scythians are 
barbarous, vet moꝛe fo2e-ſeeing then pou, who ſo deteſted 
alfo:ren umouations, tẽding to the derogation of thep2 anci⸗ 
ent cuſtomes, that they kild Anacharſis foꝛ no other cauſe, 
but fo2 p he perfo2med the rights of Sibi after the manner 
of the Grecians. That ſhould I vpbꝛaide your ſumplicitie 
with the Epidaurtans pꝛotudent ſubtiltie, who fearing leaſt 
their Countrie men ſhoulde attract innouations from other 
nations, eſpecially from their riotous neighboꝛs the Jllirt- 
ans.interdicted theyꝛ merchants from al trafick with them, 
q trauaile vnto them, but leaſt they ſhould be vtterlv deſfi- 
mann hep en IR 
2 them, 
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—— gonernment x reputation, who 


y fo2 the whole Countrie in the waie of ex⸗ 
and meruailouſly augmented their wealth by the re⸗ 
uerence of his wiſedome. But you fond men, as in garments 
ſo in gouermnent continually affecting new faſht | 
no man can be ſauedy hath not bin at Geneua. Vour beltefe 
fozfwth muſt be of that Scottiſh kunde, « your Bibles of the 
pʒimitiue pꝛint, elſe your conſciences God wot ,, are not of 
the cannonical cut, noꝛ pour opinions of the Apoſtles ſtamp, 
Pen. with Pan, hath contended with Appollo, and vou lyke 
Midaſſes, haue ouerpꝛiſed his muſick.God God,p a Welch 
harpe ſhould mchant ſo many Engliſh harts to their confu- 
ſia,elpecially hauing nere a ſtring belonging to it, but a tres 
ble. Had a ſyꝛen ſung, + I d2ownd in attending her deſcante. 
I would haue bequeathed my bane to her beautie, but when 
Cerberus ſhall barke 4 J turne back to liſten, thẽ let me pe⸗ 
riſh without pittie, in the delight of my lining deſtruction. 
Deteit hath toke vp his ſeat in a dunce, ⁊ vou thinke him a 
ſaint,becauſe he comes not in the ſhape of a deuil. We know 
M. Pen. iutus & in cute, firſt fo: a papiſt, then foz a Bꝛow⸗ 
niſt,nert ſoꝛ an Anabaptiſt,+ laſt fo y blaſphemous Martin, 
whoſe ſpirite is the concrete compound of all theſe vnpardo- 
nable hereſies. But had not the frantike p2actiſe of his youth 
th2oughly founded his confirmed age in this furie, J woulde 
haue imagined his vpſtart ſpite, a wader aboue vſual ſpeech, 
whereas now the comectures dꝛawen from his cradles, de- 
tract fro his mallice all marueis. Foz whiles hee was vet a 
freſhman in Peterhouſe, and had ſcarce taſted, as we ſap, oi 
Setons modalibus, he began to affect factions in art, t ſhew 
hunſelle openip a ſtudious diſgracer of antiquitie. Who then 
ſuch an vnnatural encmaie to Ariltocle,o2 ſuch a new-fagled 
friend unto Ramus. This ane thing J am ſure of, hee neuer 
went fp2 other then an aſſe, amongſt bis companions and e⸗ 
qualles, yet ſuch a mutinous block-head was he alwaies ac- 
counted, that thzough town and Colledge he was comonly 
called the ſeditious dunce, Foz one while he wold be libelung 
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againſt Ariſt. and all his followers he knew, another while 
hee would all to be⸗rime Doconr Perne, fo: his new ſta⸗ 
tutes, make a by-wozd of his badd pate, yea hadthe Dean, 
2:eſident, 02 any other officer neuer ſo litle angerd him, 
they were ſure ere the werke went about to haue hard of it, 
in ſome libell oꝛ other. This humo2 helde him at that 
time, when by conuerſing with French men neare Chaiſtes 
Colledge of a Papiſt, hee became a Bꝛowniſt, how after- 
wards from a Bꝛowniſt hee fell to bee an Anabaptiſt, A 
referre it to thoſe that knewe his after behauiour in Orford, 
But fo2 his laſt diſcent, a malo in pcius from an Anabap- 
tit to be that mfamous Martin, unpute it tothe age of his 
hereſies, that are now in there Harueſt, Neither would J 
baue you thinke there was no moze heades in it then his 
owne, Fo2 I can aſſure pou to the contrary, that moſte of 
the Puritane pꝛeachers in No2thampton ſhire, Warwick 
ſhire, Sufolke and oꝛthſlolke, haue epther bzought ſtone, 
ftrawe 02 moꝛter to the building of this Martin, Dnlp Pen. 
foumdnothing but ry, which the laſt part ol his name, affo2- 
deth ſufficiently, you map ſee what it is fo a neſt of hoꝛnets 
to hiue together, oh they wil make bꝛaue combes to choake 
bees withal, if they be let alone but one quarter, nat ſo much 
as I. C. hunſelfe, but will haue the helpe of his fellow Bꝛe⸗ 
th:en, if he hath any thing to weite againſt Biſhops, were 
not al the elected in Cambꝛidge, aſſcmbled about the ſhaping 
of the confirtation of the Nemiſh Teſtament, O ſo deuoutly 
they met eucry Friday at Saint Laurence his Ponaſterp, 
wher the counſails x fathers, were diſtributed amonaſt ſeuc- 
ral companies, eucry one of the refoꝛmed ſociety ſent thert 
combined quotations werke by werke in a Capcaſe, to my 
bꝛother Ihomas, vet wand2ing beyond ſea, ſuccha Chaos of 
common places, no apothegmatical Lycoſthenes euer con- 
ceited. Biſhops were the ſmalleſt bugs, that were aimed at 
in this extrasꝛdinary beneuolence, Ood ſhield, the court haue 
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if it wer publiſhed, that is pouldꝛed with the bꝛains of ſo ma- 
ny Puritan ſpꝛingols, and polluted with the pains ol ſuch an 
infinite number of Aſſes. Puch god do it you M. Martin, 

ho like vou my ſite, am not J old Ille ego qui q vondam 
at y beſleeuing ofa lirhophant. Alas poze idiot, thou thinkeſt 
no man can waite but thy ſelle, oꝛ frame his pen to delight, 
except he ftraine curteſie with one of thy Moꝛthꝛen figures, 

but if authozity do not moderate, the fiery feruence of mp 
enflamed zeale,jle aſſaile thee from terme to terme with Ar. 
chilochus, inſuch a compleat armour of Jambicks, as the 
very reflercye of my fury, ſhall make thee dꝛiue thy father 
befoze the to the gallows.,fo2 b{getting the in ſuch a blody 
hourc, C God that we two might be permitted but one 
quarter, to try it out by the teeth ſoꝛ the beſt-benefice in En⸗ 
gland, then would J diſtill my wit into incke, and my ſonle 
into argumentes, but J-would dꝛiue this Danus fromhis 
dunghill, and make him faune like a dog fo2 fauour at the 
magiſtrates fte. But it is our Engliſh policy to aduantage 
dur enemies by delaies, and reſiſt a multitude with a fewe,

Authoꝛity beſt knows 
how to diet theſe bedlanutes, although Segnior Penry in 
his laſt waſte paper hath ſublcribed our magiſtrats infants, 
Repent,repent thou runnagate lozill, and play not the Se⸗ 
minary any longer in coꝛners, leaſt thy chicfeft benefactozs 
foꝛſake ther, and recouer the pouerty of their ines, by bꝛing⸗ 
ing the purſiuants to thy fozme. J heare ſome underhande 
whilperers, and greeneheaded nouices exclaime againſt our 
Biſhops, fo: not granting ther diſputation. Alas alas bꝛother 
Martin it map not be:foꝛ thou art known to be ſuch a ſtale 
hac kſter, with thy welch hoke, that no honeſt man wil de- 
baſe hunielke in buckling w ith ſuch a bzaggar. But ſuppoſe 
we ſhauld ſend ſome Crepundio tozth our ſchols to m_ 
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about the eares with ergo. Where ſhould fhis ſillogiſtica 
concertatio be ſolemmized:what in our Uniuerſity ſchales 
at Oxfoꝛd, oꝛ in puluere Philoſophico at Cambꝛidge. No 
they were crected in time of Paper y, and muſt be new built 
againe befoze they can giue any acceſſe to his arguments. 
Truly J am afraide » this Generall counſaile, muſt be hol⸗ 
den at Geneua, when al is done, foꝛ I know no place in En- 
land holy inough fo2 their turne, except it be ſome barne 02 
out-honſe about Bury, o2 ſome odde blind cottage in the hart 
of Warwicke ſhire, and thither peraduenture, theſe god ho⸗ 
neſt opponents would repaire without grudging. Pꝛotuded 
alwaies that they haue ther hoꝛſe⸗ hire and other charges al⸗ 
lowed them out of the pooꝛ mans box, oꝛ cls it is no bargain. 
All this fadges wel pet, if we had once determined who ſhold 
be father of the act.
